The figures of population as given 


out some time ago were approximately 
correct, the total being 953.'J43. This 
figure shows a=tdeeided increase over 
that of the last census, which was tak- 
en in 1887. 
In fact, from the earliest 


census, talcen in 17G3, the population 
has steadily increased^ from about 45,- 
000 a century and a bolt ago to nearly 
a million at the present time. Consid- 
ering that the Island Is only about 30 
miles wide and 100 miles long, it is 
denselv populated. About G2 per cent 
of the people ate ..white, the other 38 
per cent being of colored or mixed 
blood. The percentage of mixed blood 
Jn the colored population of Porto Rico 
Is very much greater than In Cuba, foi, 
while 52,per cent of the colored Cubans 
ore full blooded negroes, 83 per cent of 
the colored Porto Hicans are of mixed 
blood, many of them nearly white.

These figures are in strong contrast 


With those for Cuba, for on the latter 
Island only 30 per cent of the area is 
included in farms and only 3 per cent 
of the area is under cultivation. The 
conditions in Porto Rico more nearly 
approach those prevailing in the Unit- 
ed States, where 1C per cent of the 
area is under cultivation. Yet, consid- 
ering the density of the rural popula- 
tion of Porto Rico, which is far beyond 
that of any portion of the United 
States, the proportion of cultivated 
land is small.' The average size of a 
farm in Porto Rico is 45 acres, of 
which about 12 acres are cultivated. 
In tho United States the average farm 
contains 137 acres, of which 78 acres 
are improved. 
In Cuba the average 


farm has an area of 142 acres, of 
which only 13 acres are under cultiva- 
tion. 


Seventy-one per cent of all the farms 


in Porto Rico are owned by the whites, 
aiid 2-2 per cent arc owned by colored 
people, making a total of 03 per cent 
of all the farms of Porto Rico cultivat- 
ed by their owners. Five per cent were 
rented by whites and 2 per cent by col- 
ored. This proportion of owned farms 
is unnsunlly large. 
In the United 


States only 7l! per cent of the farms 
arc cultivated by their owners, and but 
few individual states can show as high 
a percentage of occupancy by owners 
as can Porto Rico. 


The relative importance of the crops 


raised in Porto Rico is shown by the 
area devoti'd to each crop. Coffee oc- 
cupies 41 per cent, sugar cane 15 per 
cent, bananas 14 per cent, and the bal- 
ance- Is divided among sweet potatoes, 
Indian corn, rnalangas, rice, cocoanuts 
and tobacco.

London, Jan. .23.—At a meeting of 


the^privy council,' composed of cabinet 
ministers and oth'er dignitaries repre- 
senting 'church aiid state, the Prince 
of Wales will be-; formally proclaimed 
Kins of Great Britain and Ireland, as- 
suming the title of Edward VII. Par- 
liament was hurr4edly convened today 
to take appropriate action on the sit- 
uation.

Victoria is dead and Edward VII 
reigns. The greatest event in. the 


:memory of this generation, the most 
stupendous change in existing condi- 
tions that cotild possibly be imagined, 
has taken place quietly, almost gently, 
upon Tuesday evening,:. the anniver- 
sary of the death of Queen Victoria's 
father, the Duke of Kent. 


The end of this notable career came 


In a simply tarnished room in Osborno 
house. This most respected of all 
women, living or dead, lay in a great 
four-posted bed and made a shrunken 
atom whose aged face and figure were 
a cruel mockery of the fair girl who, 
in 1S37, began to rule over England. 
Around h«r were gathered almost 
every descendant of her line. Well 
within view of her dying eyes there 
hung a portrait of the prince consort. 
It was/ha who designed the room and 
every part of the castle. In scarcely 
.audible words the white-haired bishop 
of Winchester prayed beside; her as he 
had often prayed with his "sovereign, 
for he was her chaplain at Windsor.

For several weeks the queen had 


been failing. 
On Monday week she 


summoned Lord Roberts and asked 
him some very searching questions re- 
garding the war in South Africa. Ou 
Tuesday she wer.t for a drive, but was 
visibly affected. 
On Wednesday she 


suffered a paralytic stroke, accompa- 
nied by intense physical weakness. It 
waa her first,illness in all her 81 years 
mnd she would not admit it. Then her 
condition grew so serious that, against 
her 
wishes, the family were sum- 


moned. When they arrived her reason 
had practically succumbed to paralysis 
and weakness. The events of the last 
few days, described in the bulletins, 
are too fresh to,heed repetition. 


The Prince ol Wales was very much 


affected when the; doctors at last in- 
formed 
him that his mother had 


breathed her last. Emperor William, 
himself deeply affected, did his best to 
mlnistereomfort to his sorrow-stricken 
uncle, whose now dignity he was the 
first to acknowledge. 


The wheels of the world were jarred 


when the announcement came; but in 
this palacn' at Oaborne everything pur- 
sued the usual course.

wealth. The probability that King 
Edward will, take up a; permanent resi- 
dence in Buckingham palace was much 
canvassed. This is a question that 
comes very much honve to Londoners. 


Not until Queen Victoria has been 


laid to rest beside the prince consort 
at Froglore will the theaters or music 
halls reopen. Business will come to a 
practical standstill. Americans who 
have, passed through great national 
calamities may recall the crepe-draped 
buildings, but they cau iil conceive, 
since the death of Lincoln, 'any such 
expression of gloom as has already 
fallen on the United-Kingdom. 


Albert Edward, Prinee of Wales, was 


the eldest son Nof Queen Victoria, and 
upon his ascension to the throne of 
Great Britain he becomes by direction 
of parliament King Edward VII. He 
was born In Buckingham palace Nov. 
9, 1841, and was married to Princess 
Alexandra c^y Denmark March 10, "1853. 
The "royal couple had five children— 
Albert Victor Christian Edward, bom 
1864, 
died 1891; 
George Frederick 


Ernest Albert, born 1865, who, now be- 
comes Prince of Wales; Louise Vic- 
toria Alexandra Dagmar,/born 1867; 
Victoria Alexandra Olga Mary, born 
1868, and Maud Charlotte Mary Xic- 
toria, born 1869. 


The queen's maiden name was Azon, 


so that if all her titles had been swept 
aside in her youth her name would 
have been simply Victoria Azon, and 
after her marriage would have been 
Mrs. Wettin, which is the family name 
of her husband. Prince Albert of-Saxe- 
Coburg-Gotha, whom she married Feb. 
10, 1840, and who died Dee. 14, 1861. 
Her children were nine in number, the 
eldest being Victoria, empress dowager 
of Germany and queen dowager of 
Prussia; whose eldest son, William, is 
now on the throne of Germany. The 
second child of Que^n Victoria, is Al- 
bert Edward, who succeeds her on the 
throne of Great Britain. 


The Dally Chronicle remarks that 


President McKinley was slightly pre- 
mature- in sending a communication to 
"His Majesty, the King," inasmuch as 
the Prince of Wales: has not yet been 
proclaimed by the privy council. 


Krriieh <'eminent. 


Paris, Jan. 23.—Great sympathy is 


expressed on all sides. 
As soon as 


definite, information reached parlia- 
ment the presidents of the chambers 
said th£t next session would be ad- 
journed as a sign of mourning. The 
Temps, discussing the outlook, says: 
"The sadness, alarm, anxieties, moral 
sufferings and pecuniary cares arising 
out of the Transvaal war have created 
a new feeling in England. Queen Vic- 
toria; has been like a mother of a fam- 
ily/ a living link with the prosperity 
of the past, an anchor, of .security for 
the British people/ With her disap- 
pearance comes the .unknown, the 
groping into the dark future." 


Wiishttigtou'n Action. 


Washington, Jan. 23.—Four days of 


anxiety had, in a large measure, pre- 
pared o facial Washington for the news 
which was flashed across the cable of 
the death of the queen of England. Ap- 
propriate messages of condolence were 
forwarded and orders executed looking 
to the haK-maating of the flagsover the 
executive departments and the carry- 
ing out of the usual formalities. The 
actual dispatch of the message fronf 
the president to the new king of Eng- 
tan and from Secretary Hay to Ambas- 
sador Choate was delayed only long 
enough to "receive the physician's 
statement announcing the demise of 
the queen.

Berlin, Jan. 23. — The news of the 


death of Queen, Victoria had

aourly expected in Berlin, and on its 
arrival special editions of the news- 
papers sold like wildfire, the announce- 
ment being read with silent and re- 
spectful sympathy. The fact that Em- 
press Augusta Victoria started 
for 


Hamburg to be near Dowager Empress 
Frederick added to the .sad circuia- 
itances of the occasion. The German 
nation fully shares in the feeling of 
the British people toward the vener- 
ible and illustrious sovereign who has 
just breathed her last. 


The Oldest Colony. 


St. Johns, N. F., Jan. 23.—The an- 


nouncement of Queen Victoria's death 
aas called forth expressions of the 
keenest regret In Newfoundland, the 
ildest colony of the British empire,

Ticinity. 


Wifaou t further order or suggestion 


or advice one of the most remarkable 
scenes ever witnessed in a crowded 
audience took place. It was as if the 
whole situation had been revealed to 
every person in the house, and without 
a single shout or anything else indi- 
cating a leader, the dispersal of the 
audience began and was carried out 
with order ..and composure. 


It appears from every indication 


that the fire started In some way from 
the furnace underneath the orchestra. 
[t soon communicated to the stage,- and 
to this fact is owing the losses of the 
greater portion of thfe property of the 
Sothern company. Mr. Sothern esti- 
mates his loss at $50,000. His com- 
pany was compelled to reach the 
streets claid in tieir costumes and to 
lose the greater portion of their per- 
•onal effects "left in the theater. 


The upper portion of the building 


was occupied by the Cincinnati gym- 
nasium, which had a costly equipment- 
Adjoining the rear of the opera house, 
separated by an alley, is the large But- 
ler builfling. The fire entered this at 
the upper stories and the roof and the 
two upper floors of that building were 
practically destroyed.
